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Scott Catalog Advance Sheets Issued

Scott’s Standard Postage Stamp 

Catalogue commenced arriving in 
the mails. By Wednesday of the follow- 
ing week, sheets had arrived for all 
countries from Abyssinia to Esthonia. | 
U. S. sheets of course not to be ex | 
pected until last. Scott Publications, 
Inc. have announced that the catalogue 
will be issued on Sept. 16, cloth bound 
or with thumb index, at same prices as 
in previous editions, $3.00 and $3.50 
respectively. 

The first change that attracts the eye 
in glancing over the Advance Sheets 
is the rearrangement and rewriting of 
the text matter under the heading for 
each country. Geographical and histori 
cal facts are presented under subtitles 
with emphasis on those matters which 
affected stamp issues. The dates of use 
or inauguration of different currencies 
are also given in parentheses following 
each currency. 

Overprints and surcharges are in 
numerous instances now illustrated by 
themselves instead of as they appeared 
on the stamp, making checking much 
easier. Though this has not been done 
with all such illustrations, the publishers 
report making some 550 new illustrations 
of overprints for this edition. The over 
prints that were formerly hard to 
identify due to dark color of stamp 
obscuring it, are now a little easier 
identified. 

When writing up one’s collection, no 
longer will such things as “1928-37” 
prove a headache. Now the various 
values issued after the initial year of 
issuance have the date of their appear 
ance in parentheses following the color 
description. This has been added to the 
issues regrouped in the last edition and 
also to new regroupings. Afghanistan 
offers good examples in the regrouping 
of its complex issues of 1910-1920. While 
this information is not yet complete, 
the year of issue is indicated where 
this is known in all instances. 


In Aitutaki we find the first example 
of another new feature, the placing of 
watermark illustrations alongside the 
stamps in each country on which the 
watermark first appears. This too cuts 
down the time necessary to classify 
stamps. In Aitutaki a clear idea is to 
be obtained of the improvement in illus- 
trating overprints by themselves by com- 
paring the same listings in the 1940 
catalogue. 


Corrections and revisions are numer- 
ous and since not as noticeable as the 
other features mentioned, will escape the 
casual checkup. The descriptive matter 
giving reason for issuance of various 
stamps has been corrected to bring it 
up to date with recent discoveries. 
References with either illustration or 
bold type are noted oftener in the Ad- 
vance Sheets of the stamps not recog- 
mzed by Scott’s. 





In prices, most changes are slight 
ones, up or down. There seems to be 


no decided trend upward or downward 
in prices, and from this first group 
it might be expected that price changes 
will about balance when all are totalled, 
the increases equalling the cuts. Cer- 
tain stamps which were imported in 
large quantities as refugee material have 


been cut slightly. In British Colonials 
the drop in the pound has had no 
noticeable effect. Slight advances in 
Silver Jubilees are noted. 


Of importance to dealers particularly, 
also to many collectors, is the state- 
ment of the publishers that the re- 
groupings and consequent renumbering 
which was commenced with the previous 
edition, have been completed. So want- 
lists and stock books will bear careful 
examination. 


Coronado Stamp Sept. 7 


According to a publicity release of 


| the United States Coronado Exposition 


Commission, the date of issuance of a 
Coronado commemorative stamp was 
confirmed to the Commission on August 
1, the confirmation stating the stamp 
would be issued Sept. 7. The Post Office 
Dept.’s official announcement of such 
a stamp has not arrived at time this 
was written and if it does arrive in time 
for mention in this edition of LINN’S, 
will be noted at foot of this paragraph. 

The place of first day issue had not 
as of August 1 been decided. Though 
Bernalillo, New Mexico, would be more 
appropriate due to its close association 
with the Spanish explorer, the post office 
is very small and not thought suitable 
to handle a first day sale. Albuquerque, 
17 miles away was thought better suited 
for the occasion. Coronado encamped 
two winters near what is now Bernalillo. 
It was then called “Tiguex.” 


The Post Office Dept. has announced 
that the 3c Coronado stamp will be 
issued at Albuquerque, N. M., on Sept. 
7. Further details next week. 


Postal History Relics May 
Seek Refuge 


Authorities are reported as consider- 
ing the transfer to Canada for duration 
of the war of the postal history relics 
and exhibits including much Rowland 
Hill material, that are presently housed 
in the Bruce Castle Museum at Totten- 
ham, England. Stamp Collecting reports 
this. Various relics on display at the 
New York World’s Fair will remain on 
this side. 


® On August 15, the post office of Fort 
Washington, Md., will be discontinued. 
It is replaced by rural route service from 
Washington, D. C. 
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The Mailomat Meters 


On May 17, 1939, the first Mailomat 
or coin-operated letter box was officially 
installed in the lobby of New York’s 
General Post Office. It had received 
much advance publicity through news- 
papers, magazines, and radio, and the 
public was ready to receive the new 
invention and try it out in person. On 
this history-making day, Third Assistant 
Postmaster General Ramsey S. Black 
mailed the first two envelopes to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. Statistics show that 
2,156 pieces of mail went through this 
automatic letter box, and the receipts 
amounted to $63.91 which were removed 
and added to the postage revenue for 
the day. 


The mailomat enables the public with- 
out the use of adhesive postage stamps 
to deposit coins up to 60c at a time, 
dial from this prepaid credit any postage 
values or denominations, insert letters 
or post cards and thus simultaneously 
prepay postage and deposit letters in a 
simple automatic operation. The avail- 
able amount of the mailer’s coin deposit 
is always visible to him through a glass 
window, and one or more letters can be 
mechanically stamped and mailed just as 
oom as they can be inserted in a guide 
slot. 


In reality it is a miniature postoffice 
to be operated by the individual mailer. 
At the twist of a dial, the exact U. S. 
postage denomination is available. There 
is an advantage of sanitary protection 
when compared with stamp licking. The 
outstanding advantage, however, is the 
speed of mail in dispatch from the out- 
going office. Ordinary mail bearing ad- 
hesive stamps has to go through a post- 
marking and cancelling operation, but 
metered mail bears the date of mailing 
and city, so that it is ready to start 
towards its destination. Essentially, the 
mailomat is an outgrowth of the postage 
meter machines which have been used 
by business concerns for some time, only 
this makes meter mail available to the 
private citizen. It has required years 
of experimental research to bring it to 
its present state of perfection. 

The second mailomat (No. 51002) 
made its appearance on October ninth 
at the Hotel Mayflower in Washington, 
D. C., where the annual convention of 
National Association of Postmasters was 
being held. Following the convention it 
was withdrawn. On November twenty- 
eighth another mailomat (No. 51003) 
was placed in operation at R. H. Macy 
Co. for the convenience of their cus- 
tomers, but on account of a mechanical 
defect, it was withdrawn after five days 
of service. It was replaced by mailo- 
mat No. 51002. There is a slogan read- 
ing “Mailed in Macy’s, It’s Smart to 
Be Thrifty.” Two new mailomats were 
installed in Grand Central and Penn- 
sylvania Stations on January eleventh, 
and they were welcomed by commuters 
who had letters to mail and no stamps. 
It is a simple matter to buy postage 
through a mailomat and it saves time 
waiting at stamp windows. Also there is

Stamp Collecting, London, quotes the 
Crown Agents for the British Colonies 
as stating that “it is the intention to 
open the post office on Pitcairn Island 
on October 15th.” It is assumed there- 
fore that the stamps will not be sold 
prior to that date. We have received 
inquiries how to remit for stamps and 
would advise readers to inquire of their 
local post offices for this information 
since regulations are constantly being 
changed. We repeat that mint stamps 
are to be sold through the Postmaster, 
Suva, Fiji Islands, and that first day 
covers will be served by the Chief Mag- 
istrate, Pitcairn. So far only the 1d, 3d 
and 2/6 values have been shipped and 
it is not known if the others will be on 
hand by Oct. 15, as Pitcairn receives 
mails at intervals of months. 


No Defense Stamp 


A number of proposals have recently 
been made for a stamp to raise funds 
for the Red Cross or national defense, 
and Mrs. Laura Yarman of Mansfield 
submits a reply she received under date 
of May 27 from Ramsey S. Black, Third 
Asst. Postmaster General, when she sug- 
gested a lic defense tax stamp. He 
wrote: 

“The thought underlying your request 
is a most worthy one and, were it prac- 
ticable to do so, we should be pleased 


to give the matter consideration. Under 


the present statutes, however, the money 
from all sales of postage stamps must 
be accounted for as postal revenue and 
we would have no authority unless prop- 
erly empowered to do so, to divert funds 
from the sale of postage stamps to out 
side purposes.” 


First Flight At La Junta 


Air mail service from La Junta, Colo., 
will be inaugurated in the near future 
on route A. M. 43 between Pueblo, Colo., 
and Garden City, Kansas. An official 
cachet will be applied to all first flight 
covers if a blank space approximately 
3%” wide is left on the left side of front 
of cover. No cachet will be applied if this 
tule is not observed. Covers should be 
sent the postmaster, ready to go, and 
may as usual be addressed to any place, 
though they should bear indorsement in 
pencil on the face indicating which di- 
rection is desired (if any) such as “La 
Junta east” or “La Junta west.”

Stamps Used for Money 


Recently foreign correspondents have 
reported the prevalence of usage of post- 
age stamps for money in both Italy and 
Spain. Lack of small coins and paper 
money being available only in units of 
liras and pesetas forced the use of 
stamps for small change. The United 
States postal service has used the Yc 
stamp since 1925 in making change on 
fractional postal rates for lack of a half- 
cent coin. China has been using stamps 
for small change ever since the dollar 
tumbled in value and silver was hoard- 
ed. 


New Zealand Clipper Flight 





Covers have been received from the 
first flight from New Zealand by Pan- 
American Airways Clipper. A cover re- 
ceived from Roy S. Farley, Brisbane, 
Australia, has stamps cancelled at Bris- 
bane on August 29, 1939, postmark of 
Auckland, N. Z., of July 19, 1940, and 
backstamped at San Francisco on July 
24, 1940. The letter had been posted 
when flight was expected to take place 
last September. 5,000 pounds of mail 
was carried on the first flight from San 
Francisco.

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As predicted last week in this column 
New York wholesalers enjoyed a run on 
the three Baltic countries which no 
longer exist as free and independent 
states. A small quantity of a regular 
postage issue from Estonia was received 
by a few wholesalers; needless to say, 
supplies didn’t last long. 





Another popular item on the New 
York wholesale market which is just 
about sold out, is the Balkan Entente 
issue. This issue comprises stamps is- 
sued by Greece, Jugo-Slavia, Turkey 
and Roumania. The interesting factor 
concerning these sets is that design re- 
leased by all four countries is similar. 
They all feature the coat of arms from 
each country. One reason for the heavy 
demand for this series is that the dealer 
and collector both regard the Balkan 
Entente as a thing of the past. It seems 
that whenever a European country issues 
a set in anniversary of its independence, 
or anything hostile to the axis, something 
always happens to that country. I, as 
well as the others, am wondering if 
form will hold true. 





With the inability of the European 
wholesalers to supply the New York 
market with older foreign issues, as well 
as packet material, some South Ameri- 
can dealers have taken over this busi- 
ness. Much of this material is coming 
from Paraguay and Argentina. An ob- 
vious explanation for this is the fact 
that some former Continental European 
dealers moved to these South American 
countries and resumed business. 


When the Belgium Red Cross and 
Reuben issues made their initial ap- 
nearance, I predicted in this column 
that they would become “good” sets. 
This prediction of mine is confirmed by 
the fact that the wholesale market has 
substantially increased in price, with a 


great decrease in available supply. In

British Exports Banned 


The British Board of Trade as of July 
lst banned the export of stamps except 
under license. Just how seriously this 
may affect the current large international 
trade, chiefly with the U. S., is not yet 
apparent, but dealers in England have 
turned the control of licensing arrange- 
ments over to the British Philatelic Assn. 
The restrictions on stamp trading inter- 
nationally are frankly designed to stop 
the exporting of wealth in the form of 
stamps which refugees in England have 
bought with that intent. The govern- 
ment, however, will not interfere, rather 
encourage, exports of stamps which will 
return money to Britain. Import of 
stamps for home consumption in Brit- 
ain will not be permitted unless they are 
“necessary for the welfare of the coun- 
try or are secured for profitable re- 
export.” A meeting of dealers approved 
the government’s control.

Barred 


The Executive Committee of the Ok- 
lahoma Philatelic Society unanimously 
passed at its meeting on June 23 a res- 
olution requesting the U. S. government 
to prevent importation, sale or pur- 
chase of stamps of the totalitarian gov- 
ernments during any period they are at 
war and for 30 days after peace. The 
society charges in its resolution that 
“the money so raised may be being used 
here in the United States to finance the 
subversive activities and agents of for- 
eign governments... ”

Portuguese Honor Hill 





Portugal, the California Collectors 
Club advises, will issue a_ series of 
stamps depicting Sir Rowland Hill, com- 
memorating the centenary of the ad- 
hesive postage stamp. Denominations 
are 15, 25, 35, 40, 50 and 80 centavos 
and 1 and 1.75 escudos. Quantities range 
from 800,000 to 20,000,000. There will 
also be 50,000 souvenir sheets contain- 
ing the whole series, and these despite 
the face value of 5.20 Escudos will be 
sold for 10E. No information on pur- 
pose of surtax. 

In addition to the two stamps depict- 
ing figure »f Portugal’s first king, issued 
June 4, additional values depicting a 
caravel (a reproduction now anchored 
in the River Tagus at the current Lis- 
bon Exposition) were issued July 16 
(25c and 1E). Two others will depict 
statue of John IV and commemorate 
restoration of independence in 1540. An- 
other pair will depict the Imperial Ex- 
hibition Pavilions at Lisbon.

Guatemala Starts Another 
Map Dispute 





Gibbons Stamp Monthly gives prom- 
inence to a change of maps on the cur- 
rent 5c postage stamp of Guatemala 
which appears to have otherwise passed 
unnoticed. In 1936 a new 5c stamp was 
issued which had the map of Guatemala 
with boundaries as found on maps of the 
National Geographic Society (U. S.). 
Though Mexico, Salvador and Honduras 
are indicated on the map, British Hon- 
duras which bounds Guatemala to the 
northeast, is indicated only as “Belice” 
—the Spanish form of the name of the 
capital of Britain’s Crown Colony. In the 
fall of 1939, the same Sc design was 
adopted in a new issue with inscription 
changed from “Guatemala” to “Correos 
de Guatemala” and printed in four col- 
ors instead of two as before. A significant 
change was however made in the map; 
the whole of British Honduras now being 
included within the boundaries of Guate- 
mala and the “Belice” inscription omit- 
ted. The Guatemalan stamp designer 
stopped short of titling the territory just 
annexed via a stamp, by putting the 
title “Guatemala” on the map in such 
a way that it avoids infringing on the 
new “addition.” Britain’s title to the 
colony has been disputed by Guatemala 
in a general way and even the United 
States did not recognize British sov- 
ereignity there until 1850. The British 
hold the territory by right of conquest 
the settlers of log-cutters and ex-pirates 
in 1798 decisively defeating a seemingly 
overwhelmingly superior Spanish force 
sent from Yucatan to expel them. The 
republic of Guatemala has never been 
strong enough to attempt such a feat, 
though like all its neighbors it has had 
hostilities at times with foreign powers. 
Anyway, Guatemala has re-opened the 
dispute by a map stamp, the latest (and 
safest) way of annexing territory. Its 
government evidently adheres to the 
stamp map tactics used in times past by 
Dominican Republic, Ecuador, Peru, Ar- 
gentine, Bolivia, Paraguay, Nicaragua 
and Honduras. Apparently it’s just an 
old Latin-American custom. However, 
there may be more to the matter than 
at first appears as a newspaper com- 
ment recently noted was to the effect 
that Britain may cede the colony to 
Guatemala, so the new map stamp may 
simply be forecasting the future. 


® Though a crocodile appears on the 
design of Basutoland’s stamps, the reptile 
is not a native of the country and exists 
only in the legends and superstitions of 
the natives who came from regions in- 
fested with crocodiles. The reptile is 
the emblem of the ruling native house.

At least one South African collector 
thinks the 1869 issue of U. S. are com- 
memoratives. A Miss Greer recently ex- 
hibited some pages of “U. S. Commemo- 
ratives and read a very interesting paper 
on them,” the South African Philatelist 
reports. “Amongst those shown was the 
1869 issue (commemorating the joining 
of the Central Pacific and Union Pacific 
Railways) ... ” Strangely enough, none 
of the officials of 1869 knew that!

A first day cover of the first U. S. 
Special Delivery stamp is illustrated in 
the July Collectors Club Philatelist. 
Mailed at Altoona, Pa., Oct. 1, 1885, it 
contained a letter from the postmaster 
to his son and was mailed as a souvenir 
of the occasion, calling attention to his 
son’s buying the first Postal Note as 
well (1883). The letter was the first one 
delivered at Altoona by special delivery. 





One of the largest blocks of a Colum- 
bian dollar value offered in recent years 
is a top plate and imprint block of 
10 of the $3 which is offered in the 
August 14 Klein sale. The imprint “No. 
106 AMERICAN BANK NOTE COM- 
PANY BB” spreads across the tops of 
four stamps. 





The lack of spacing in the date of the 
first day cancellation of the Wyoming 
stamp is called to our attention by Har- 
old Abrams, Dorchester, Mass. The space 
between “JUL” and “10” is lacking and 
reads like the Spanish word for July 
“JULIO”. He says several people no- 
ticed it when shown his first day cover. 





The present envelope contract comes 
to an end late this year and there is 
possibility of new designs in addition to 
usual change of watermark. A change of 
contractor is considered unlikely as only 
the present contractor has the necessary 
equipment. 





In 1883 the U. S. postal service in- 
augurated a Postal Note feature. Any 
sum less than $5 could be deposited at 
a Money Order post office and a receipt 
for the sum, less a 3c fee, was given. 
The receipt, or Postal Note as it was 
termed could be used as money to the 
extent that it could be cashed at any 
money order post office. That was in the 
days before mail order houses reached 
their peak and for that and other reasons 
the new feature was not used as much 
as was expected and was eventually dis- 
continued. Since then there have been 
increasing demands for a return of some- 





thing like this to do away with use of 
stamps for small remittances.
